But most of all, Knights of the Old Republic 
offered riveting starytelling, making terrific 
Lee of gameplay and interactivity, and 
culminating with a truly startling newelation, 
one we'ne nol going fe give away een now.

A Million Dreams 


ver since (hose byo lines were first heard in 

1977, countless viewers around the world imagined 
what Ehis Lost hestory of Star Wears could be. Some 
fe-traabed it with action fqures and digramas, 
Others wrote fan fiction or made illustrations. Many simply 
Bpent late nights dreaming and wandering, Who were fhege 
Jed! Andohts ? What was this Ofd Republic? 

Tam Veitch was one of these dreamers. A nobed poet 
ated comic-book writer, Weiich farst saw Star Fears in San 
Francisco in 1977. 

“What struck me most wae the sense of realign that 
Lucas brought toa fantasy and science fiction mewio—the 
“dents, dirt, and rust’ effect which Ridley Scott took to the 
mas a lew pears Later in Blade Puaner,” Veitch says, 

“Another thing about the first film was the tremendous 
imagination and sense of humor thal pervaded fl. Yau 
could feel it spilling out beyond sel, in all directions. 

The possable stories told in this galaxy far, far away" 
were virtually infinite,” 

Buring the late 1980s when it appeared that interest in 
Star Wars 55.46 dead a6 the Jedi and Old Republic, Veitch 
still couldn't gat those 
possible sories out of 
his head, “Ag a Star Wars 
fan, | wanted bo know 
more about the Jedi than 
was shown bin thee filmes,” 
Veitch says. “| wanted 
1s keow more about the 
Force. | wanted to know 
more about the hishary 
of the galacy, amd the 
war with the dark side 
al the Forge.” 

Veitch got his chance to continue the adventures of Luke 
Skywalker wilh the comic book series Dark Empire in 1791, 
helping reignite the global popularity of Star Wars Yet his 
dreams went farther back than the Skywalker clan—they 
wert 16 thal era Obi-Wan spoke about in thee original film, 
Alter the success of Sark Empire's first two issues, when 
Lucasilm approached Veitch about revitalizing Indians 
Jonas a6 a comic. Veitch pitched another idea: a series 
| he called “The Jeci Chronicles” about the Jedi Knights of 
yore in thear full glary. 

“George liked the idea, but he said we couldn't use the 


word Chronicles since he woes using it for The Young Indians 
Jones Chronlgles. Se it became Tales af the Jedi” Valtch says.

ossett embraced the assignment to draw the first two issues 
of Tales of the Jedi with ferver, He pencil had aver tree] where 
his was about to explore. “My job on Star Wars was to visually 
inwent the Old Republic out of my own imagination.

Gossett combined all these influences with his own ideas when 
drawing the first hve iseues of the series, He gave ihe starships a 
slightly insectoid appearance, yet kept the “dents, dirt, and rust” 
look af the original trilegy, He alse spent considerable time dedagning 
the anclent Jedi, dram the cut of their robes to the shape of thelr 
lightsaber handles. To hom, the Jedi weren't galactic policemen, 
bul mystical warriors descanded ram Kurosawa padaurai, 
“The classic image of the Aonin is a much more effective 
framework far the Jedi than Space Caps, Jedi are Tashire Milume, 
Jedi are lint Eastwood,” Gossett says. “limean, sure, there are both 
kinds. Some Jedi vould like a regular gig serving some oulpost. But 
ohers would have loo much wanderiust ter thal, Te me the interesting 
Jedi are those who trawel the galaxy defending those who cannot 
delend themselves.”
